In  the  Month  of  January  laft,  juft  before 
the  Britifti  Troops  had  left  Germany,  I 
happen’d  to  meet  with  this  fmall  Difcourfe 
on  Hemlock  :  Perceiving  upon  a  Perufal  of 

it,  that  it  contained  feveral  new  and  inge-

nious  Obfervations,  and  many  ufeful  Hints,' 
with  Regard  to  Praftice ;  I  refolved,  on  my 
Return  to  England,  to  tranflate  and  pu- 
blifh  it.  The  Letter  is  wrote  from  the 
learned  Do£lor  Hoffman,  Profeffor  of  Phy- 
fic,  in  the  Univerfity  -  of  Steinfort,  to  his 
Friend  Mr.  Bolten,  an  Apothecary  in  Mun- 
fter,  who  has  prefixed  an  Account  of  a  me¬ 
lancholy  Accident,  which  happen’d  there 
laft  Year ;  the  Subftance  of  which,  it  may 
not  be  improper  to  relate, 

cc  On  the  2$d.  of  March  in  the  Yedr  1762, 
cc  five  Hanoverian  Soldiers ,  boiled  fonie  Hem - 
lock  by  mifiake ,  infiead  of  Pot-Herbs .  At 
cc  the  Time  of  their  eatings  they  were  feized 
with  Fits  of  immoderate  Laughter ;  and 
cc  and  one  of  them ,  complained  of  Dimnefs

The  ingenious  Author  of  the  Letter* 
(whofe  Learning  and  Induftfy  are  moft 
defervedly  commended,  in  that  Part  of  the 
World  where  he  lives,)  feems  to  have 
formed  a  Defign  of  reviving  the  almoft 
.  obfolete  Practice  of  external  Applications, 
in  the  Cure  of  internal  Diforders.  He  has 
laid  the  foundation  of  this  Defign,  in  a 
very  extraordinary  Inftance ;  having  tried 
the  Ufe  of  Baths,  prepared  with  the  De- 
cofilion  of  Hemlock-Leaves,  in  fome  can¬ 
cerous  Cafes,  where  the  Extras  previoufly 
given,  had  failed*  This  Method  of  ufing 
the  Plant  is  entirely  new,  and  illuftrated 
with  three  Cales,  wherein  it  has  been  at¬ 
tended  with  very  good  Succefs.  Two  of 
the  Cafes,  were  Cancers  of  the  moft  in¬ 
veterate  Nature ;  the  third,  an  Aflhma  and 
a  Dropfy  proceeding  from  a  Fit  of  the  Gout 
driven  in ;  the  Veracity  of  which  Cafes, 
confidering  the  Author’s  Character,  may,  I

Many  of  the  Englifh  PraXitioners,  feem 
to  confider  Hemlock,  not,  only  as  an  ufe- 
lefs,  but  even,  as  a  pernicious  Medicine  : 
It  ftill  retains  however,  fome  Advocates. 
Having  attentively  reviewed  what  has  lately 
appeared  on  this  SubjeX,  and  likewife  com¬ 
pared  the  private  Opinions  of  my  Friends; 
I  am  inclined  to  think,  that  the  Ufe  of  this 
Medicine  fhould  not  be  entirely  rejeXed, 
becaufe  we  are  as  yet  not  fufficiently  ac¬ 
quainted  with  it’s  Virtues.  Many  good 
Reafons  have  been  given,  why  the  Hem¬ 
lock  has  not  been  fo  efficacious  in  England, 
as  Mr.  Storck  had  experienced  it  in  Ger¬ 
many  :  For,  it  has  been  faid,  that  die  Ex- 

traX 
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tract  might  not  be  prepared  at  the  proper 
Seafon  :  that  the  Nature  of  the  Plant  in  the 
different  Climates,  may  not  exaäly  corref- 
pond,  &c.  Btlt,  perhaps^  another  Reafon  may 
be  afiigned,  which  hitherto  appears  to  have 
been  overlooked;  The  Hemlock  was  often 
externally  applied  by  the  Antients,  tho*  they 
all  agree  in  condemning  the  internal  Ufe 
of  it ;  this  is  confefled  by  Mr.  Storck  him- 
felf ;  and  the  learned  Doftor  Schwenke 
alfo,  who'  puhlifhed  a  Differtation  on 
Hemlock,  in  the  Year  1757,  obferves; 
c  ‘  that  it  atfs  Jo  fatally  and  fuddenly  upon 
the  Stomachy  before  having  had  Time  to 
<c  enter  the  -Mafs  of  Blood  5  that  he  thinks  it 
cc  imprudent  ever  to  admin fier  it  internally 
<c  in  any  Diftemper ,  thtf  the  external  Appli- 
“  cation  of  it 'y  may  perhaps  be  good  in  fckir- 
<c  rouSy  cancerous ,  or  fuch  like  Cafes  A  * 
In  moft  of  the  Cafes  which  Mr.  Storck  has 
given  us  ail  Account  of,  the  external  Appli¬ 
cation  of  the  Hemlock,  accompanied  the  in¬ 
ternal  Ufe  of  it ;  but  in  general,  when  this

Medicine  lias  been  tried  in  England,  the£:& 
trad:  alone,  or  a  Diet-Drink,  prepared  from 
the  Leaves,  has  been  internally  taken.  This* 
I  think,  may  be  fairly  concluded,  from 
my  own  private  Obfervation*  joined  to  the 
Review  of  thofe  Cafes  which  have  been  pu- 
blifh’d  to  prove  the  Inefficacy  of  the  Medi~ 
cine.  I  have  further  remarked,  that  thofe 
few  Gentlemen,  who  have  fpoke  to  me  in 
Favor  of  Hemlock,  have  always  applied  it 
outwardly;  and  on  the  contrary,  many  of 
thofe  who  have  condemned  it,  have  confef- : 
fed,  that  they  had  only  tried  it  internally» 
This  Obfervation,  at  the  fame  Time,  that 
it  accounts  for  the  bad  Succefs,  with  which 
the  Trial  of  this  Vegetable  has  been  attend¬ 
ed,  in  England,  furnifhes  an  Argument,  iri 
Favor  of  the  Hemlock- Baths,  or  any  other" 
external  Application  of  it* 

It  deferves  likewife  to  be  remarked,  that 
the  Blood  is  attenuated,  and  accelerated,  by 
the  internal  Ufe  of  this  Medicine  :  a  Proof 
of  this,  may  be  found  in  Page  vi*  of  this

•Preface,  where  it  is  obferved,  that  upon 
opening  the  Cranium  of  the  Soldiers ,  who  died , 
the  minuter  Veffels  of  the  Brain ,  mr?  found 
filled  with  Blood ,  öW  //to  /cw  Drops  were 
feen ,  which  had  been  extrava fated  from  their 
ruptured  Extremities :  Further,  to  illuftrare 
this,  it  may  be  added,  that  Cancers  have 
been  made  to  bleed  upon  the  Ufe  of  it.  It  is 
perhaps, worth  while  to  endeavor  to  account 
for  thefe  Effefts.  Attenuation  may  be  the 
Confequence  of  Acceleration  5  and  Accele¬ 
ration  may  arife  from  the  violent  Shock,  this 
Medicine  caufes  on  the  nervous  Syftemj 
which  is  very  evident,  from  the  Convulfions, 
the  Soldiers  were  feized  with,  and  the  im¬ 
moderate  Laughter,  which  is  a  Species  of 
Convulsion/*  The  nervous  Syftem  however, 
will  not,  perhaps,  be  fo  readily  aflfedied  by 
Bathing,  or  any  other  outward  Application 
of  the  Medicine,  as  by  the  internal  Ufe  of 
it  $  and  the  Reafon  of  this  may  be,  becaufe, 
the  Particles  will  find  a  more  ready  Paflage, 
into  the  Mafs  of  Blood,  and  be  more  Ipeedily 
mixed  with  the  circulating  Fluids,  by  the 
Vid.

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former,  than  by  the  latter  Method.  #  A  fa¬ 
miliar  Inftance  will  make  this  fufficiently 
clear.  Is  not  a  greater  Portipn  of  Mercury 
abforbed  into  the  Blood  by  Undion,  thaji 
would  be  fufficient,  in  the  fame  Space  of 
Time,  to  produce  bad  Symptoms,  if  inter¬ 
nally  taken  ?  I  am  myfelf  acquainted  with 
a  Gentleman,  whofe  Conftitution  is  fo  unfit 
to  bear  the  internal  Ufe  of  Mercury,  that  if 
even  half  a  Grain  of  the  mildeft  Mercurial, 
(fuch  as  Calomel  fex  decies  fublimatum)  is 
given  to  him,  he  is  diredly  feized  with  a 
Dyfentery;  whereas  I  am  certain,  a  much 
greater  Quantity  than  this,  has  been  abfor¬ 
bed  into  his  Blood,  at  one  Time,  from  ruh-

bing  in  the  Mercurial  Undion,  without 
being  attended  with  any  bad  Confequences. 
If  therefore,  a  greater  Number  of  the  Par¬ 
ticles  of  any  poifonous  Medicine,  can  be 
abforbed  from  without,  and  mixed  with  the 
circulating  Fluids,  with  lefs  danger  to  the 
Patient,  than  if  the  fame  Medicine  was  in¬ 
ternally  taken  ;  and  if,  the  Cure  of  any  Di-

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feafe  depends  upon  this  increafed  Number 
of  abforbed  Particles  ;  the  fuperior  Utility 
of  the  outward  Application  of  fuch  Medi¬ 
cines  muft  be  admitted.  *  The  Reafons  be¬ 
fore  given,  fcera  to  favor  this  Opinion,  and 
it  may  ft  ill  be  corroborated  by  Do61or  Hoff¬ 
man's  Obfervation ;  that  the  Breath  of  thofe , 
<&bo  ufed  the  Hemlock-Baths,  fmelt  firongly 
of  the  Vegetable ;  which  Cir  cum  fiance,  has 
not  been  obferved ,  when  the  Extrabi 
was  intenially  given .  f  It  may  alfo

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highly  probable,  that  a  much  greater 
Dofe  of  this  Medicine  is  abforbed  into  the 
Blood  from  this  Quantity,  during  the  fpace 
of  half  an  Hour  ;  than  would  be  fufficient, 
if  not  to  deftroy  the  Patient,  at  leaft,  to  pro¬ 
duce  very  bad  Symptoms,  if  inwardly 
taken  ?  Thefe  few  theoretical  Obfervations, 
may  help  to  confirm  many  others,  which  will 
be  found  in  Doftor  Hoffman’s  Letter. 

Fomentations  may  certainly  be  confider’d 
as  partial  Baths ;  it  gave  me  therefore  much 
Satisfa&ion,  to  find  that  the  Advantages  of 
Hemlock-Baths,  were  confirmed,  by  a  Cafe 
published  in  the  Year  1761,  where  the  late 
ingenious  Dr.  Watfon,  preferibed  Fomen¬ 
tations  prepared  from  a  Deco&ion  of  Hem¬ 
lock-Leaves,  to  a  Patient,  who  feemed  to 
be  affii&ed  with  incurable  Ulcers  in  his 
Legs ;  which  were  however,  reftored  to  a 
found  State,  in  a  very  fhort  fpace  of  Time, 
by  thefe  Fomentations.  *

Df.  Hoffman  likewife  propofes  another

H  E  Defign  of  the  following 
Pages,  is  to  fketch  out  a  new 
and  better  Method,  for  the  Ap¬ 
plication  of  external  Remedies, 
in  the  Cure  of  internal  Difeafes,  than  any 
that  has  yet  been  handed  down  to  us.  The 
great  Utility  of  the  Extract  of  Hemlock,  to» 
gether  with  the  fuccefsful  Experiments  of 
Mr.  Storck,  have  lately  excited  me  to  con- 
lider  this  Point  more  particularly.  I  fhall 
therefore  premife  fuch  Remarks  concerning 
thefe  Experiments,  as  may  be  neceffary  to 
illuftrate  my  own  Subjeft.  My  Obferva^ 

A  tionSs 
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tions,  however,  fliall  be  confined  to  the 
Refolution  of  indurated  Glands  and  Tumors ; 
altho’  the  Hemlock  has  proved  beneficial  in 
other  Diforders. 

The  Hemlock-Plaifter  fhall  firfb  be  the 
Objedi  of  my  Confideration.  It  is  well 
known,  that  this  Application  has  had  many 
Advocates  for  a  long  Time  paft,  in  Cancers 
and  other  Indurations  :  Surgeons  and  others 
were  well  acquainted  with  it  in  this  Light, 
It  has  preferved  even  to  the  prefent  Times* 
the  Reputation  it  bad  long  iince  acquired  5 
which  could  not  poffibly  have  happen’d, 
had  it  not,  fometimes  at  leaft,  been  obferved 
to  produce  the  defired  EffedL  But  as  the 
moil:  eminent  Phvficians  often  ufed  it  with- 

w 

out  Succefs,  it  began  then  to  be  a  matter  of 
Doubt,  whether  the  Extradt  of  Hemlock,  to 
which  the  Virtues  of  the  Plaifter  fhould  be 
aferibed,  was  in  reality  of  that  Efficacy, 
which  it  was  reported  to  be.  I  fay  it  began 
to  be  a  matter  of  Doubt ;  for  it  is  evident 
that  molt  Phyficians  laying  afide  this  Medi¬ 
cine, 
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cine,  have  not  only  propofed  In  their 
Writings,  but  likewife  fubftituted  in  their 
Practice,  one  entirely  different,  for  the  Cure 
of  Cancers,  and  the  Refolution  of  fchirrous 
Tumours  :  fince  it  is  alfo  certain  that  for¬ 
merly  the  Hemlock- Plaifter,  has  fometimes 
fucceeded  in  thefe  Cafes ;  it  is  therefore  evi¬ 
dent,  that  when  this  has  happen’d,  it  muft 
have  been  effe&ed  in  fuch  a  Proportion  of 
Time,  as  was  neceflary  for  the  feparated  Par¬ 
ticles  of  the  Hemlock  to  force  a  Paflage  into 
> 

the  Veffels  of  the  Skin,  and  be  conveyed 
into  the  Subftance  of  the  fchirrous  Tumors, 
by  means  of  the  circulating  Fluids  in  the  hu¬ 
man  Body.  If  none  of  the  Hemlock-Parti¬ 
cles  had  paffed  on  into  the  Body,  in  this 
cafe,  it  would  have  been  impoffible  for  it  to 
have  diffolved  any  Schirrhus,  fituated  under¬ 
neath,  and  covered  by  the  Skin.  In  fadl, 
it  could  have  done  no  more  than  any  other 
common  Plaifter.  But,  when  this  Plaifter, 
or  Cloths  wetted  in  Hemlock-Water,  have 
been  made  ufe  of,  they  were  put  in  imme¬ 
diate,  Contact  with  the  Part  affeded,  and 

A  2  there- 
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therefore  the  loofen’d  and  feparated  Parti¬ 
cles  of  the  Hemlock,  could  be  immediately 
conveyed  into  the  Subftance  of  thefe  indu¬ 
rated  Tumors.  Let  ns  then  enquire  what 
Proportion  of  thefe  Particles,  could  be  thus 
feparated  and  infinuated  into  the  Induration. 
This  is  indeed  a  Queftion  not  eafily  folved; 
for  if  the  Particles  have  been  detached,  and 
difperfed  throughout  thefe  kinds  of  Indura- 
tions,  which  every  man  muft  allow  ;  it  feems 
aftonifhing  how  fo  fmall  a  Portion  of  Hem¬ 
lock,  has  been  able  to  produce  fuch  power¬ 
ful  Effects.  All  thefe  Circumftances  have 
undoubtedly  been  attended  to  by  the  cele¬ 
brated  Mr,  Storck  ;  and  he  muft  therefore 
acknowledge,  that  the  Hemlock  Extrad:  had 
either  produced  no  Effed  in  the  fore-men- 
ticn’d  Diforders ;  or  that  it  would  have  been 
much  more  efficacious,  had  it  been  con¬ 
veyed  into  the  indurated  Swellings,  in  a 
greater  Quantity  than  it  could  have  been 
by  the  Medium  of  the  Plaifter.  He  muft 
glfo  be  fenfible,  that  the  frequent  In- 
efficacy  of  the  Hemlock-Plaifter,  muft  en- 
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tirely  be  attributed  to  the  Deficiency  of  ope¬ 
rating  Particles.  What  Medicine  indeed 
can  pofifibly  be  efficacious,  when  prefcribed 
Jn  too  fmall  a  Dofe  ?  Rhubarb,  not  given  in 
a  fufficient  Quantity,  falls  fhort  of  its  pur¬ 
gative  Quality ;  Intermittents,  yeild  not  to 
the  Bark  too  fparingly  adminiflred ;  nor 
will  Mercury  prefcribed  in  too  fmall  Portions 
cure  the  Venereal  Difeafe  :  may  it  not  there¬ 
fore  be  concluded  from  Analogy,  that 
neither  Cancers  nor  other  Tumors  can  be 
refolved,  or  any  other  Difeafes  removed  by 
too  fmall  a  Quantity  of  the  Hemlock-Ex¬ 
tra  <3  ?  What  Method  then  can  be  propofed 
to  gain  a  better  Knowledge  of  the  Virtues 
of  this  Plant  ?  Some  Expedient  mull  be  con¬ 
trived  to  infinuate  a  greater  number  of  the 
Hemlock-Particles,  into  the  Tumors  which 

are  to  be  refolved.  This  Intention  might

very  well  be  anfwered,  if  the  Extract  could 
be  given  internally,  in  fuch  a  Manner,  as 
that  the  whole  Mafs  of  Blood  could  be  fatu- 
rated  with  it ;  and  it  would  be  the  fame 
thing  whether  it  was  thus  mixed  with  the 

cir- 
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circulating  Fluids,  and  conveyed  into  the  In¬ 
durations  ;  or  whether  it  was  abforbed  by 
the  neighbouring  Veflels,  when  immedia¬ 
tely  applied  to  the  Skin  above  the  Swell¬ 
ings.  But  altho’  when  the  Extra#  is  given 
internally,  more  Particles  of  the  Hemlock 
muft  certainly  be  conveyed  into  the  Indura¬ 
tions,  than  can  poflibly  be,  by  means  of  a 
Plaifter  laid  on  the  Part  affeäed;  yet  the 
Experiment  appeared  to  be  dangerous  ;  be- 
caufe  there  was  fo  ftrong  a  Prejudice  againft 
the  Plant,  and  that  it  was  generally  thought 
to  be  of  an  highly  poifonous  Nature.  Mr. 
Storck  then  made  Experiments  with  the 
Plant  upon  his  own  Body.  He  rejefted  the 
Root  as  very  poifonous ;  but  difcovered  that 
the  Plant  and  the  Leaves  were  not  fo  fatal  in 
their  Effe#s,  as  they  had  been  before  fup- 
pofed  to  be.  As  a  lkilful  Phyfician  he  tried 
it  firft  in  fuch  a  fmall  Quantity  as  could 
not  expofe  him  to  any  Danger;  he  repeated 
the  Experiment,  increafing  the  Do fe  every 
Time  a  littte :  By  this  means  his  own  Ex¬ 
perience  tanght  him,  what  Quantity  of 

Hern-

Hemlock  his  Body  was  able  to  bear,  with¬ 
out  endangering  his  Health.  If  Mr.  Storck’s 
meaning  has  not  been  literally  explained,  I 
flatter  myfelf  that  I  fliall  not  therefore  de- 
ferve  Cenfure ;  Accuracy  in  this  Point  not 
being  material.  It  is  fufficient  for  fny  Pur- 
pofe,  that  he  has  declared,  that  having  firfl: 
experienced  the  Power  of  the  Hemlock-Ex- 
tra<S  on  himfelf,  he  then  began  to  try  it  on 
others,  and  with  it  not  only  cured  confirm¬ 
ed  Cancers  and  fchirrous  Tumors,  but  alfo 
various  other  obftinate  Difeafes.  He  is  cer¬ 
tainly  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  Inventor  of 
this  Method  ;  for  tho’  the  Leaves  of  Hem¬ 
lock,  may  have  been  internally  prefcribed 
by  others ;  and  tho’  the  French  in  their 
Journal  de  Medecine  of  lafl:  Year,  declare; 
that  before  this,  the  Hemlock-Extrad:  had 
been  given  internally  at  Montpellier  againft 
fchirrous  Tumors,  with  furprizing  fuccefs ; 
yet  the  real  Efficacy  of  this  Plant  was,  till 
the  prefent  time,  extremely  dubious.  Mr. 
Storck  has  removed  thefe  Doubts,  cleared 
this  Qbfcurity,  and  open’d  a  new  Field  of) 

Obfer- 
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ObTervatiori  to  Phyficians.  How  much  theft 
are  we  .indebted  to  him  on  this  Account  ! 
This  is  all  I  thought  neceffary  to  premife 
concerning  Mr.  Storck’s  fuccefsful  Experi¬ 
ments.  '  ,  n  "■ 

I  fhall  now  give  the  Hiftory  of  a  Cafe, 
which  will  lay  the  Foundation  of  what  1 
ihall  have  the  Honor  to  reprefent  to  you. 
A  Woman  aged  thirty-Years,  who  had 
taken  nothing  internally,  and  had  befides  a 
particular  Antipathy  to  all  Medicines,  was 
affiided  with  a  fchirrous  Tumor  on  the 
left  Breafl  :  all  outward  Methods  were 
tifed  ;  even  the  Plaifter,  and  ComprefTes 
dipt  in  the  Decoftion  of  Hemlock-Leaves 
were  diligently  applied.  Two  Months 
thus  paffed,  not  only  without  any  vifible 
Alteration  for  the  better ;  but  even  the  di- 
feafe  grew  worfe  :  an  apparent  Cancer,  and 
the  moft  wretched  kind  of  Death,  were 
painted  to  her  Imagination  in  the  ftrongeft 
Colours ;  and  thefe  alarming  Reprefenta- 
tions  wrought  on  her  in  fuch  a  manner, 

that 
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that  fhe  confented  to  take  whatever  fhould 
be  prefcribed.  Two  fills  of  the  Extra#,  of 
two  Grains  each,  were  given  her :  hei*  Sto* 
mach  rejected  them  ;  the  Experiment  was 
renewed  at  different  Times,  with  no  better 
Succefs  :  four  Grains  were  then  given  her 
in  an  Ounce  of  Cinnamon-Water  ;  and  fhe 
vomited  again :  a  Month  pafled  away  in 
this  manner,  and  every  Method  was  in 
Vain  tried,  to  difpofe  her  to  receive  the  Efc- 
tra# ;  during  which  Interval,  the  Breaft  be¬ 
came  more  painful,  and  the  Difeafe  more 
inveterate.  Mr.  Storck  obferves,  that  feme 
People  of  a  Angular  Conftitution  cannot  bear 
the  internal  ufe  of  the  Extra#.  Either  this, 
or  the  particular  Averfion  which  this  Woman 
had  to  Medicines  in  general,  may  be  the 
Reafon  why  fo  fmall  a  Dofe  of  the  Hemlock 
Extra#,  threw  her  into  Vomitings ;  and  this 
Confideration  made  me  lofe  all  Hopes,  that 
it  could  be  given  to  her  in  a  fufficient  Quan¬ 
tity,  to  produce  any  falutary  Effe#s.  What 
Was  to  be  done  in  this  Cafe  ?  It  was  diftrefs- 
ful  to  think  that  this  Patient  fhould  be  de- 
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prived  öf  perhaps,  the  only  Medicine  tvhich 
might  poffibly  be  of  Service  to  her,  and  yet 
all  apparent  Circumftances  feemed  to  pro- 
mife  nothing  more  favorable.  I  happen¬ 
ed  fortunately  to  recoiled:,  that  Perfons  who 
remain  for  any  fpace  of  Time  in  tepid  Baths, 
become  heavier  ;  •  and  that  the  Abftrad  of 
their  Weight,  before,  and  after  Bathing* 
determines  nearly  the  Quantity  of  the  Water* 
which  has  been  abfoibed  into  the  Body, 
and  mixed  with  the  circulating  Fluids.  I 
confider’d  further,  that  the  Patient  might 
lofe  fomewhat  of  his  Weight  by  increased 
Perfpiration  in  the  Bath ;  and  therefore* 
there  muft  be  a  greater  Quantity  abforbed 
into  the  Body,  than  the  above-mentioned 
Problem  determines  :  I  knew  that  in  the 
fpace  of  half  an  Hour,  fome  Pounds  of 
Water  had  often  been  introduced  into  the 
Body  by  this  Method  ;  and  therefore  re- 
folved  to  place  my  Patient  in  a  Hemlock- 
Bath,  prepared  from  this  Vegetable  by  De- 
codion  with  warm  Water ;  and  my  Inten¬ 
tion  was*  in  this  manner  to  introduce  the 

Par- 
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Particles  of  Hemlock  into  the  Blood  with 
the  Water.  I  imagined  it  would  anfwer 
the  fame  End,  whether  this  Plant  was  mix¬ 
ed  with  the  Blood  by  giving  it  internally, 
or,  by  means  of  the  Bath.  Twelve  large 
Handfulls  of  the  Leaves  were  employed  for 
this  Purpofe,  and  as  I  knew  by  Experience 
how  prejudicial  too  warm  Baths  had  often 
proved  ;  even  when  of  common  Water,  the 
Warmth  of  the  Water  was  therefore  accord¬ 
ingly  moderated  :  the  Patient  was  put  into 
it :  the  Bathing  Tub  was,  however  nicely 
clofed  with  a  doubled  Cloth  ;  and  as  the 
fame  Cloth  was  fatten'd  round  the  Neck, 
the  offenfive  Smell  of  the  Hemlock,  which

ufually  attends  from  thefe  kinds  of  Baths, 
was  prevented.  A  Handkerchief  with  a  knot 
tied  in  it,  and  well  impregnated  with  ftrong 
Vinegar,  was  alfo  put  into  her  Hand,  to 
fmell  to  at  Pleafure  ;  in  order  to  prevent  the 
Accidents  which  the  Smell  of  the  Hemlock 
might  occafion  :  fhe  remained  in  the  Bath 
half  an  Hour,  and  bore  it  extremely  well ; 
after  which,  fhe  was  put  into  Bed,  and 
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taken  Care  of,  as  ufual  after  Bathing :  fhe 
bathed  in  this  Manner  daily,  excepting  now 
and  then  a  Day  of  Intermiffion,  and  at  the 
End  of  fix  Weeks  was  entirely  cured.

From  this  Jnftance  it  is  inconteftable, 
that  a  Cafe  may  prefent  itfelf,  which  nei¬ 
ther  the  Piaifter,  nor  the  external  Appli¬ 
cation  of  Clothes  foaked  in  Hemlock- Water, 
nor  even  the  Extraft  itfelf,  can  have  any 
EfFeit  upon ;  which  however  may  be  cured 
by  the  Bath.  Let  thefe  Cafes  happen  ever 
fo  feldom,  yet  the  Knowledge  of  this  Me¬ 
thod  certainly  extends  the  Virtues  of  the 
Plant, 

V 

Having  once  experienced  the  Power  of 
the  Bath ;  and  knowing  by  the  Accounts  re** 
ceived  from  Vienna,  how  efficacious  the  Ex¬ 
trait  had  been  found  in  the  Extirpation  of 
Arthritical  Knots  ;  this  gave  me  an  Oppor-r 
tunity  of  trying  another  Experiment.  The 
worthy  Doctor  Wenneber  at  Rheda,  Phyfi- 
cian  in  ordinary  to  his  Grace  of  Bentheim, 

7  Teck- 
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Tecklenbonrgh,  had  unfuceefsfblly  prefer!-» 
bed  every  proper  Medicine,  for  a  Patient 
who  was  afflifted  with  an  Afthma  and  a 
Dropfy,  proceeding  from  a  Fit  of  the  Gout, 
which  had  been  driven  in,  and  there  ap¬ 
peared  ft  ill  to  be  no  hopes  of  Cure.  Hap-  • 
pening  to  take  a  journey  that  Way,  at  his 
Requeft,  I  called  to  fee  the  Patient :  I  de- 
fired  my  Friend  the  Doflor,  to  continue  the 
fame  Medicines  without  any  Alteration,  ex¬ 
cept  the  Addition  of  the  Hemlock-Bath : 
after  the  Patient  had  bathed  four  Times,  he 
begged  to  fpeak  with  his  Phyfician,  that 
he  might  convince  him,  by  ocular  Demon- 
ftradon  of  the  fudden  and  unexpe&ed  Re¬ 
lief  he  had  experienced  :  in  the  fpace  of 
fix  Days,  his  Afthma  was  really  cured,  and 
his  Dropfy  difappeared.  This  was  certainly 
more  than  could  have  been  expefled  from 
four  Bathings  ;  and  I  doubt,  whether  this 
Efficacy  fhould  be  aferibed  to  them  alone. 
The  Ufe  of  the  former  Medicines,  appears 
to  me,  to  have  prepared  the  Body  ;  and  to 
have  contributed  not  a  little  to  this  fudden 
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Change.  It  is  proper  to  obferve  ;  that  this 
Man  from  the  Day  he  began  to  bathe, 
declared,  he  had  conftantly  had  the  Tafte 
of  Hemlock  in  his  Mouth ;  and  his  Wife 
further  affured  us  ;  that  altho’  he  had  eaten 

( 

and  drank  in  the  Evening,  yet  his  Breath 
fmelt  very  ftrong  and  difagreeably  of  Hem- 
lock,  the  whole  Night.  This  laft  Circum- 
ftance  is  mentioned,  as  an  undoubted  Proof, 
that  by  means  of  the  Bath,  not  only  the 
meer  Water,  but  in  reality  feveral  Particles 
of  the  Plant  enter  the  Mafs  of  Blood,  and 
are  mixed  with  the  circulating  Fluids.  The 
Bath  was  in  every  particular  order’d  as  in 
the  proceeding  Cafe  :  two  Days  after,  when 
his  Phyfician  went  to  fee  him,  his  Gout  was 
returned. 

The  third  Inftance  is  fupplied  me  by 
a  Woman  in  Rittberg,  about  five  and  forty 
Years  old,  who  had  a  Cancer  oir  the  left 
Breaft,  which  not  only  increafed  and  was 
exceifively  indurated  in  every  Part,  but 
alfo  extremely  painful  ;  on  the  right  fide 
<  :  it 
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It  appealed  as  if  it  would  break  out ;  ant? 
here  a  Wort  uncovered  with  Skin  was 
confpicuous  about  the  bignefs  of  an  old 
Dutch  Gulden  which  difcovered  a  num¬ 
ber  of  FiiTureSj  and  difcharged  continually. 
During  the  fpace  of  two  Months,  and  feme* 
what  longer,  the  Extract  had  been  already 
properly  prefcribed  to  her,  by  the  learned 

Doctor  Piellitzaus.  No  Alteration  was  vi-

iible  except  in  fome  Places,  where  a  final! 
Change  appeared  of  the  brown  Color,  in¬ 
to  red.  I  delired  the  Dodor  to  add  Ba¬ 
thing  to  the  Extrad,  and  in  the  fpace  of 

three  Weeks,  during  which  fhe  had  bathed 

% 

nine  times,  the  Alteration  was  very  extra* 
ordinary.  The  Color  of  the  Breaft,  except 
where  the  Wort  fhewed  itfelf,  was  natural, 
and  one  could  perceive  it  to  be  lefleneJ  in 
every  part  the  thicknefs  of  a  Thumb  ;  the 
Hardnefs  wras  now  chiefly  confined  to  the 
Center,  except  clofe  to  the  Wort  of  the  Can¬ 
cer,  which  ftill  difcharged,  and  appeared

to  me ;  as  if  it  would  foon  be  detached  froiii 

s' 

the  found  Part.  During  fix  Days  fiay  at  Ritt- 
berg?it  gave  me  infinite  Satisfaction  to  obfervO 
the  quick  Amendment  of  this  cancerous 
BreafL  I  write  this,  the  third  of  July,  and 
have  as  yet  made  no  more  than  thefe 
three  Experiments.  It  is  not  longer  thari 
three  Months,  fince  I  firft  order’d  the  Hem¬ 
lock-Bath,  for  the  Benefit  of  thefe  Patients* 
Time  may  perhaps  open  to  us  further  Dif- 
coveries. 

From  thefe  three  InftaiiceS,  and  the 
fpeedy  Effe&s  of  thefe  Baths,  it  appears  that 
they  are  more  powerful  than  the  ExtraCI* 
I  fay  it  appears  fo ;  for  according  to  the 
ftriCt  Rules  of  Logic,  this  Conclufion  can¬ 
not  be  infaillibly  drawn  from  thence.  Thus 
much  however  may  be  inferred,  that  the 
Hemlock  -  Baths  are  certainly  not  lefs 
Efficacious.  I  will  Ihortly  relate,  what  further 
Reafons,  befides  the  given  Inftances,  have 
contributed  to  confirm  me  in  this  Opinion, 

Firft,

FirA,  the  Intelligences  from  Vienna  in-* 
form  us,  how  much  Strcfs  fhould  be  laid 
upon  this  Point  ;  that,  in  the  Preparation  of 
the  Extract,  the  volatile  Particles  fhould  be 
carefully  retained.  I  am  however  inclined 
to  think,  that  a  greater  Number  of  thefe 
Particles  fly  off  by  the  Preparation  of  this 
Medicine,  and  the  Exficcation  of  the  Juice* 
than  by  means  of  the  Bath  :  fecondly*  we 
know  that  many  Herbs,  Roots  and  Plants 
which  we  eat,  are  confiderably  changed  by 
Digeftion,  and  the  Circulation  of  our  Blood. 
No  remarkable  Diff  rence  is  obferved,  if  the 
Body  is  nourifhed  with  Rice,  Bread,  Meat* 
Fifb,  Milk,  or  with  any  kind  of  Vegetable 
whatever  ;  let  the  Particles  of  thefe  be  ever 
fo  different,  yet,  fuch  is  the  Confutation 
of  the  human  Body,  that  one  and  the  fame 
kind  of  Chyle  and  Blood,  are  feparated 
from  them.  How  greatly  alfo  are  many 
Herbs,  Roots  and  Seeds  changed  by  Di¬ 
geftion  alone.  Admitting  the  certainty  of 
thefe  Fafts,  it  cannot  likewife  be  denied,  but 
that  many  Plants  are  much  more  alter’d  by 
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DigefHon,  and  the  Circulation  of  our  Fluids* 
than  others.  The  colouring  Root  dyes  the 
Bones  of  young  Animals  efpecially,  who  eat 
It  among  their  Forrage,  red.  Neither  the 
Power  of  Digeftion,  nor  the  Circulation  of 
our  Fluids,  caufes  this  Change  of  Color  ; 
and  I  don’t  know  that  any  iimilar  Inftance 
can  be  given  of  the  Solids  being  coloured  by 
any  other  Plant  :  and  further,  the  Herbs* 
Flowers,  Roots  and  Barks  which  refill:  Pu¬ 
trefaction,  fuch  as,  the  Jefuit’s  Bark,  Ca¬ 
momile  Flowers  and  Wormwood,  may  ferve 
to  illuftrate  the  Remarks ;  if  thefe  three 
alone  are  confidered ,  the  Experiments* 
which  have  been  tried  with  them*  on  the 
Blood,  the  Urine,  the  Lungs  and  the  Li¬ 
ver  out  of  the  human  Body,  fhew  us,  that 
Wormwood  and  the  Camomile  Flowers, 
have  a  Itronger  antiputrefcent  Quality  than 
the  Bark.  But,  if  the  Effect  of  the  fame 
Medicines,  is  confider’d  in  the  living  Body, 
the  contrary  will  appear.  For,  the  anti¬ 
putrefcent  Power  of  the  Bark  in  the  Cure  of 
intermittent  Fevers,  and  other  Difeafes  ari- 

fing 
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fing  from  Putrefaftion,  not  only  furpaflcs 
the  Wormwood  and  Camomile  Flowers,  but 
alfo  every  known  Vegetable  of  the  antipu- 
trefcent  kind.  I  believe  that  this  Effedt 
may  be  accounted  for,  if  we  fuppofe,  that 
the  antiputrefcent  Property  of  the  Bark  is 
not  fo  much  altered  by  Digeftion  and  the 
Circulation  of  our  Fluids,  as  that  of  the  Ca¬ 
momile  Flowers,  Wormwood  and  others. 
This  Obfervation  may  ferve  to  folve  that 
Queftion,  which  fo  much  puzzles  Phyfi- 
cians,  viz.  Why  the  Bark  poffefles  a  pecu¬ 
liar  Virtue  of  curing  many  Diforders  ari- 
fing  from  Putrefaftion,  and  that  this  Vir¬ 
tue  is  not  to  be  found  in  other  Vegetables 
of  the  fame  Clafs. 

Since  it  is  an  eftablifhed  Truth,  that 
moft  Vegetables  are  confiderably  alter’d  by 
Digeftion  ;  fo  may  the  Extradl  of  Hemlock 
taken  internally,  undergo  fome  Changes  by 
the  fame  means ;  perhaps  however,  it  may 
fuffer  none.  But  none  of  the  Particles  of 
this  Plant  can  be  loft  by  Digeftion,  when 

2  intro- 
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introduced  into  the  Body  by  Bathing  ;  and 
from  this  Confideration  it  may  perhaps, 
be  concluded,  that  Hemlock- Baths  are  more 
efficacious  than  the  Extraöl. 

l 

I  obferved  by  the  Accounts  fent  from 
Vienna,  that  fome  Perfons  afflicted  with 
Cancers  and  indurated  Knots,  have  not  re¬ 
ceiv’d  any  Benefit  from  the  Extraöl  ;  not- 
withftanding  they  had  taken  it  without  Aver- 
fion,  and  without  bringing  it  up  again.  Before 
the  Ufe  of  Hemlock  had  been  difcarded,  it 
might  in  thefe  Cafes  have  been  tried, 
whether  the  Difeafes  would  not  have 
yielded  to  the  Bath.  For  the  Conflitutions 
of  thefe  Patients  being  different,  it  may 
naturally  be  imagined,  that  fome  of  thefe 
Conflitutions  may  fometimes  produce  fo  con- 
fiderable  a  Change  on  the  Hemlock  inter¬ 
nally  taken,  that  its  curative  Virtue  will 
only  be  partially,  or,  perhaps,  not  at  all 
exerted.  In  thefe  Baths  however,  the  Hem¬ 
lock  does  not  go  thro’  the  Procefs  of  Digef- 
tion,  but  the  Patient  generally  tafles  it  in  its 
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its  full  Force,  and  his  Breath  is  conflantly 

impregnated  with  the  Smell  of  it. 

*  **♦*'■• 
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Altho’  the  Cure  of  Cancers  and  other 
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Diforders,  may  be  effeded  by  thefe  kinds 
of  Baths,  yet  it  is  eafily  conceived,  that 
many  Cafes  may  happen,  where  the  Cure 
of  this  and  other  fimilar  Difeafes,  is  not  to  be 
accompiifh’d  by  Bathing,  but  by  the  Ex- 
trad  :  for  I  doubt  not,  but  that  the  Stench 
of  the  Hemlock,  which  arifes  from  thefe 
Baths ,  would  be  intolerable  to  fome 
Perfons,  notwithflanding  all  poffible  Care 
and  Attention  to  prevent  its  difagreable  Ef~ 
feds.  So  much  however,  may  with  cer¬ 
tainty  be  inferred  from  the  preceeding  Ob- 
fervations,  that  the  Advantages  of  Hemlock 

are  extended,  and  made  more  univerfal; 

'  % 

which  was  the  very  End  I  had  in  View; 
and,  if  this  Point  is  gained,  my  Expeda- 
tions  are  anfwer’d. 

In  thefe  forts  of  Baths  many  Difficulties 
arife  concerning  the  Apparatus,  the  Me¬ 
thod 
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fhod  of  their  Application,  and  the  Atten¬ 
tion  to  the  proper  Degree  of  Warmth,  &c. 
for  an  infinite  deal  depends  upon  this  Cir- 
cumftance,  that  they  fhouid  be  no  more 
than  juft  lukewarm,  and  that  they  fhouid 
be  kept  up  to  that  Degree.  Thefe  Precau¬ 
tions  will  readily  and  naturally  be  attend¬ 
ed  to  without  fpecifying  Particulars.  Are 
they  therefore  to  be  rejefled  as  needlefs  ? 
So  unreafonable  a  Conclufion  cannot  furely 
be  drawn.  How  often  might  thefe  Baths 
be  tried  together  with  the  Extract,  with 
particular  Advantages,  and  the  Cure  by 
this  means  be  more  fpeedily  effected  ? 

The  Baths  which  I  have  hitherto  pref- 
cribed  have  been  made  with  the  frefh  Herb 
of  this  Summer.  Is  it  poftible,  that  thofe 
which  might  be  prepared  from  the  dried  Plant, 
would  be  equally  powerful  ?  Probably  they 
would  not,becaufe  the  Extradi  which  is  made 
from  the  dried ;  is  not  fo  efficacious  as  that 
from  the  green  Vegetable.  As  it  is  there¬ 
fore 
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fore  confirmed  by  Experience,  that  the 
Baths,  which  in  Summer  time  were  pre¬ 
pared  with  the  green  Herb,  proved  more 
powerful  than  the  Extraft ;  fo  it  is  very 
evident  to  me,  that  the  Extract  in  Winter, 
would  have  a  ftronger  Effect,  than  the 
Baths  prepared  from  the  dried  Plant. 

Having  obferved  that  Ordering  the 
Hemlock-Bath,  efpecially  among  the  poorer 
People,  was  attended  with  very  great  dif¬ 
ficulties;  and  confidering  how  very  effica¬ 
cious  it  had  been  found ;  I  therefore  thought 
of  another  Expedient,  which  I  fhall  now 
take  occafion  to  mention,  and  which  re¬ 
moves  a  great  Part  of  thefe  Inconvenien- 
cies.  Nothing  is  more  certain  than  that 
Exhalations  from  Baths  are  extremely  fubtle 
and  penetrating  ;  That  very  hard  Subfiance 
Hartfhorn,  when  put  into  the  Retort,  is 
better,  and  more  quickly  foftened  by  this 
means,  than  if  it  was  boiled.  People  who 
Jay  in  a  good  Bed,  are  in  a  right  Difpofi- 

tion 
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tion  for  receiving  fnch  Exhalations.  It  oc- 
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curred  to  me  therefore,  in  lieu  of  the  Hem¬ 
lock-Bath  j  to  order  the  Bed  to  be  ftrewed 
internally  with  the  Leaved  of  this  Vegetable,

and  to  fuffer  the  Patient  to  fleep  upon  them: 
But  left  Eafec  and  the  night's  Reft,  fhould 
be  too  much  difturbed  by  the  hard  Stalks, 
it  would  be  proper,  that  all  thefe  fhould 
be  carefully  picked  from  the  Plant,  and  the 
bare  Leaves  alone  ufed  in  the  Beds.  That

the  Particles  of  Hemlock,  would  in  this 
manner  be  infinuated  into  the  Body,  is  not 
to  be  doubted.  How  advantageous  is  it

not  to  ricketty  Children,  to  fleep  in  Beds' 
and  Linnen  impregnated  with  aromatic 
Spices?  How  eafily  are  not  all  kinds  of  of- 
fenlive  Matter  from  Difeafes,  communica¬ 
ted  to  others  by  the  Medium  of  Beds  ? 
How  much  Care  is  taken  for  this  Reafon, 
when  we  are  on  a  Journey,  not  to  fleep 
in  fuch  as  are  unclean  ?  Is  then  the  Mat¬ 
ter  of  putrid  Difeafes,  abforbed  from  Beds, 
and  received  into  the  Bodies  of  thofe  who 
fleep  in  them  ?  Why  fhould  not  a  fimi- 

lar 
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lar  Effect  happen  to  thofe  who  fleep  in 
Hemlock  ? 

It  is  very  apparent,  that  by  this  Method 
fo  many  Particles  of  the  Hemlock,  will  not 
be  mixt  with  our  Juices  in  the  fame  Pro¬ 
portion  of  Time,  as  by  means  of  the. Bath. 
But  then,  it  muft  be  confider’d,  that  the 
Time  employed  in  thefe  two  Methods  is 
very  unequal :  for.  Patients  fit  in  the  Bath¬ 
ing-Tub  only  about  half  an  Hour ;  where¬ 
as,  they  commonly  remain  in  Bed,  at  leaft 
feven  Hours  ;  confequently,  the  fpace  of 
Time,  in  which  the  Particles  of  Hemlock 
may  be  abforbed  from  the  Bed  into  the 
Body,  is  fourteen  Times  greater  than  in 
the  other  Inftance,  I  therefore  think  that 
in  this  Space  of  Time,  a  fufficient  Quantity 
of  Hemlock  Particles,  may  be  introduced 
into  the  Body  to  produce  a  remarkable 
Change.  To  this  it  may  be  added,  that 
the  fanative  Power  of  the  Hemlock,  is  to  be 
attributed  to  its  volatile  Particles ;  infomuch 
that  Mr.  Storck  defires,  the  Extract  fhould 
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never  be  prepared  from  the  withered  Herb : 
and  I  cannot  conceive  how  thefe  fubtle  Par¬ 
ticles  can  more  readily  infinuate  themfelves 
into  the  Body,  than  by  this  means;  for, 
they  will  not  be  previoufly  diffipated  by 
paffing  thro’  any  warm  Medium  ;  as  muff, 
in  fome  Meafure,  be  the  Cafe  in  the  Prepa¬ 
ration  of  the  Bath  and  the  Extra# ;  but  the 
Body  of  the  Patient  itfelf,  will  warm  the 
Plant,  at  a  Time,  when  its  volatile  Particles 
will  have  had  no  Opportunity  of  flying 
off.  Some  Phyficians,  have  furnifh’d  me  with 
Occafions,  of  putting  this  Defigri  into  Exe¬ 
cution  ;  and  I  will  not  fail  of  giving  a  proper 
Account  of  the  Succefs.  I  further  intend 
to  fupply  thofe  who  cannot  well  bear  the 
offenfive  Smell  of  the  Hemlock,  with  a 
Cloth  dipt  in  Vinegar  to  fmell  to  occa¬ 
sionally,  and  gradually  to  proceed,  from 
a  fmall  to  a  greater  Quantity  of  the  Plant. 
For  1  imagine  that  the  difagreeable  Smell 
will  thus  become  entirely  imperceptible. 
This  Opinion  feems  confirmed  by  the 
Examples  of  thofe  Men,  who  without  any 
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inconvenience  are  accuftomed  to  breathe 
an  extremely  oifenfive  Air;  fp  highly  of- 
fenfive,  that  it  might  prove  fatal  to  many 
Perfons,  who  had  not  been  previoufly  ufed 
to  it.

It  would  undoubtedly  be  a  miftaken  No¬ 
tion,  to  fuppofe,  that  no  other  Remedy  ex¬ 
cept  Hemlock,  had  ever  been  known,  for 
the  Cure  of  that  terrible  Difeafe,  a  Cancer. 
As  there  is  a  great  Variety  in  the  Conftitu- 
tions  of  human  Bodies,  and  that  one  and 
the  fame  Method  tried  on  different  Per¬ 
fons,  will  not  always  be  attended  with 
fimilar  Effeds,  it  might  therefore  be  proper, 
in  fuch  Cafes  where  the  Hemlock  had 
fail’d,  to  fubftitute  another  Medicine  which 
I  fhall  now  mention ;  giving,  at  the  fame 
Time,  the  Hiftory  of  the  Cafe  in  which  it 
was  ufed.  A  few  Years  ago,  before  we 
were  acquainted  with  the  Virtues  of  the 
Extrad,  the  Daughter  of  a  Surgeon  who 
lives  at  Steinfort,  was  attacked  with  a  Can¬ 
cer  on  the  under  Lip.  It  was  remarkable 
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that  tho’  the  Difeafe,  was  extremely  corro 
fiv^e  in  itfelf,  yet  the  Patient  fuffer’d  very 
little  Pain  from  it.  Every  poffible  Method 
tried,  nor  did  the  Surgeon  negled  anything, 
from  which  he  imagined  the  Child  might 
receive  any  Benefit ;  tho’  without  any  ap¬ 
parent  Succefs.  Not  only  the  whole  under 
Lip,  but  the  Chin,  as  far  as  the  Throat,were 
entirely  corroded  :  The  whole  Face,  and 
great  Part  of  the  Neck,  were  quite  one  In¬ 
duration.  It  was  imagined  the  Child  could 
not  bear  up  much  longer  againft  the  Di- 
feafe  ;  nor  do  I  remember,  ever  to  have 
feen  a  more  fhocking  and  deplorable  Ob¬ 
ject.  An  Alteration  in  the  Method  of 
of  Cure  was  thought  neceffary;  the  inter¬ 
nal  Ufe  of  the  Decodion  of  Guiacum 
only,  being  continued.  I  order’d  four 
Parts  of  Rye-Meal,  and  one  of  powdered 
Gentian  to  be  mixed  together ;  fuch  a 
Quantity  of  common  Tar  was  added,  as  re¬ 
duced  the  whole  to  the  Confidence  of  an 
Ointment  :  This  being  fpread  upon  Lint, 
was  applied  to  the  Part  affeded.  It  gave 

me 
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me  much  Pleafure  to  obferve  what  a  great 
Change  appear’d,  in  the  fpace  of  eight  and 
forty  Hours.  The  offenfive  Smell  was  quite 
gone  off,  and  the  Marks  of  a  good  Suppu¬ 
ration  began  to  fhew  themfelves:  The  Vio¬ 
lence  of  the  Diftemper  vifibly  decreafed 
every  Day,  and  in  the  fpace  of  three 
Months,  the  Cure  was  completed.  The 
under-Lip  is  totally  deftroyed,  and  the  an¬ 
terior  Teeth  of 'the  Jaw  remain  uncovered. 
This  Girl  is  at  prefent  much  grown,  is  able 
to  attend  her  Bufinefs,  and  appears  conftantly 
in  Public,  only  ufing  the  Precaution  of  co¬ 
vering  her  Mouth,  to  hide  the  Teeth,  which 
have  been  laid  bare  by  the  Diforder.  This 
particular  Circumftance  made  her  well 
known  to  Numbers  in  Steinfort,  who  have 
feen  her  fince  her  Cure  ;  and  tho’  fhe  is 
deprived  of  her  under  Lip,  yet  the  Wound 
is  perfectly  healed.  The  Succefs  of  this 
Ointment,  has  not  always  been  fo  fortunate, 
as  in  the  above  Infjance  ;  for,  in  fome  Ca¬ 
fes,  where  I  know  it  has  been  tried,  it  has 
failed,  in  others,  produced  the  delired  Ef- 
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fe£t,  according  to  the  Difference  of  Con¬ 
futations. 

It  is  very  remarkable  in  the  Cure  of  this 
Girl,  that  the  Indurations  of  the  Face  and 
Throat  were  totally  refolved ;  tho’  they  did 
not  come  into  Contact  with  the  Ointment. 
This  Event  muff  therefore  be  afcribed  to 
the  Particles  which  had  been  abforbed  from 
the  Ointment  into  the  Body  :  for,  befides 
this,  nothing  was  employed  but  the  Decoc¬ 
tion  of  Guiacum  ;  which  tho’  ftill  conti¬ 
nued,  yet,  the  Refolution  of  the  Tumors, 
cannot  be  attributed  to  this  Medicine  ;  be- 
caufe,  during  the  Ufe  of  it,  before  the  Ap¬ 
plication  of  the  Ointment,  the  Swelling 
and  the  Hardnefs  daily  increafed.

From  hence,  we  may  be  led  to  enquire, 
what  Effefts  would  arife  from  Baths  and  Se- 
micupiums  of  Tar-Water  ?  Would  they  be 
as  beneficial,  as  the  internal  Ufe  of  this  Me¬ 
dicine?  This  Confequence  indeed,  cannot 
be  fo  direftly  inferred,  with  refpeft  to  Tar- 

Water, 
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Water,  as  it  can  from  the  Obfervations  we 
have  made,  concerning  the  like  Advan¬ 
tages  of  Hemlock-Baths. 

Some  Remarks  fhall  now  be  offered, 
which  are  clofely  conne£ted  with  the  pre- 
fent  Subject. 

It  has  before  been  remarked,  that  the 
Breath  of  thofe  who  have  ufed  the  Hem¬ 
lock-Bath,  generally  fmells  of  the  Plant, 
even  after  they  have  eaten  and  drank.— 
When  the  Ufe  of  it  is  continued,  its  Par¬ 
ticles  are  fo  little  alter’d  in  palling  thro’  the 
Lungs,  that  they  afterwards  retain  their  own 
proper  Smell.  Neither  of  thefe  Effefts  is 
perceived  from  the  taking  of  the  Extract. 
Who  can  therefore  determine,  whether  Pa¬ 
tients  might  not  receive  greater  Benefit  in 
Indurations  and  other  Diforders  of  the  Lungs, 
from  Hemlock-Baths,  or  even  by  fleeping 
in  Beds  ftrewed  with  the  Herb,  than  by  the 
internal  Ufe  of  the  Extra  61  ?  Who  can  de¬ 
termine,  whether  other  Plants,  whofe  Effi¬ 
cacy 
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cacy  and  Virtue,  being  conveyed  into  the 
Body  from  without,  and  carried  thro’  the 
Lungs,  cither  by  Bathing,  or  by  ftrewing 
the  Beds  of  the  Patients  with  them,  might 
not  prove  more  Efficacious  than  the  Hem¬ 
lock  ;  and  much  more  fo,  than  if  any  of 
thefe  Plants  were  internally  prefcribed  ? 
Perhaps,  many  Ulcerations,  »and  Difeafes 
of  the  Lungs,  which  have  hitherto  been 
deemed  incurable,  might  thus  be  reftored 
to  a  found  State  :  for,  it  is  well  known, 
that  many  Vegetables  undergo  a  confider- 
able  Change  by  Digeftion. 

If  it  fhould  be  propofed,  to  make  Ex¬ 
periments  with  thefe  kinds  of  Baths  in  dif¬ 
ferent  Diforders  of  the  Lungs,  one  Circum- 
ftance  muft  however,  be  particularly  attend¬ 
ed  to,  that  they  fhould  only  be  juft  luke¬ 
warm  ;  left,  they  might  prove  more  per¬ 
nicious  on  one  Account,  than  beneficial  on 
the  other.  In  ftrewing  the  Bed  with  the 
Herb,  Cautions  of  this  kind  are  unnecefiary. 
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Permit  me  alfo  to  propöfe  another  Ques¬ 
tion.  What  fhall  we  think  of  the  Effedts  of 
Amiilets  ?  I  would  not  be  underftood  to  fpeak 
of  thofe,  from  which  no  Particles  are  fepa- 
rated ,  and  which  are  the  Children  of 
Superftition  :  the  Folly  of  thefe  deferves 
only  to  be  laughed  at.  My  Enquiry,  re¬ 
lates  properly  to  thofe,  from  which  Parti¬ 
cles  may  be  feparated,  and  introduced  into 
the  Blood.  If  an  exceeding  fmall  Number 
of  Particles,  detached  from  the  Hemlock- 
Plaifter,  have  been  mixed  with  the  circu¬ 
lating  Fluids,  and  fometimes  proved  very 
beneficial ;  why  fhould  we  not  expert  li- 
milar  Effedts  from  many  of  thefe  exhaling 
Applications  ?  One  Inftance  however,  fhall 
be  mentioned,  which  may  tend  to  throw 
fome  Light  on  this  Subjedt.  Dodtof  De- 
Haen,  to  whom,  we  are  much  indebted 
for  the  Improvements  he  has  made  in  the 
Science  of  Phyfic ;  has  found  the  Amulet 
of  Vervain,  to  have  had  an  exceeding 
quick  and  remarkable  EfFedt,  having  tried 
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it,  by  the  Advice  of  others,  who  had  before 
made  the  Experiment,  in  an  uncommonly 
obftinate  Head-Ach,  which  had  foiled 
many  of  the  molt  fkilful  Phyficians,  and 
which  he  himfelf  for  a  long  Time,  had 
in  vain  endeavoured  to  cure.  He  did 
not  indeed  apply  it  in  a  fmall  Bag,  a  Me¬ 
thod  too  commonly  pra&ifed  in  thefe  Ca¬ 
fes,  but  wrapped  up  the  Patient’s  Throat 
entirely  in  it.  This  Vegetable  externally 
applied,  exerted  a  particular  Power,  which 
we  are  not  certain  it  would  have  done, 
if  internally  given  in  any  Diforders  of  this 
kind.  The  Perfon  who  recommended  it, 

.  advifed  only  the  outward  Application  of  it, 
as  above-mentioned.  In  thefe  Species  of 
Amulets  we  may  obferve,  that  the  Par¬ 
ticles  which  pafs  on  into  the  Body,  are 
not  Subject  to  the  Power  of  Digeftion  $  and 
lince  many  Plants  are  much  altered  by 
this  Procefs.  I  ihould,  for  this  Reafon,  be 
inclined  to  think,  that  the  Particles  of  a 
Plant,  which  are  introduced  into  the  Body 
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from  without,  may  poffibly  remove  a  Di- 
feafe,  when  the  very  fame  Plant  inter¬ 
nally  adminiftred,  might  be  ufelefs. 

But,  would  it  not  be  more  advifeable 
in  fuch  Cafes,  to  infinuate  the  operating 
Particles  of  thefe  Plants  into  the  Body,  by 
Bathing,  or  by  ftrewing  the  Beds  of  Pa¬ 
tients,  with  them?  For  from  an  Amulet, 
efpecially  a  fmall  one,  a  very  fmall  Num¬ 
ber  of  Particles  only,  can  enter  into  the 
Body,  but  a  very  great  Number,  by  either 
of  the  other  Methods.

Will  not  the  Efficacy  of  many  Amu¬ 
lets  be  extremely  uncertain,  becaufe  their 
Particles  cannot  be  admitted  into  the 
Body  in  a  fufficient  Quantity  ?  As  this  has 
been  ffiewn  to  be  the  Cafe,  with  regard 
to  the  Hemlock-Plaifter,  why  may  it  not 
with  equal  Propriety,  be  fuppofcd  with 
regard  to  Amulets?

Upon 
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Upon  the  whole,  I  think  it  might  be 
very  ufeful,  to  fearch  more  accurately  into 
thefe  Things  :  They  might  poffibly,  in 

Tjme,  be  brought  to  fuch  Perfection,  that 

'  ,  « ,A 

many  Difeafes,  efpecially  fuch,  as  at  prefent 
give  us  infinite  Trouble,  might  be  cured 
in  an  eafy  and  agreeable  Manner,  either 
by  filling  the  Bed  with  efficacious  Parti¬ 
cles,  or  by  means  of  artificial  Baths.  Thefe 
Circumfiances,  in  my  Opinion,  might  in¬ 
deed  be  fo  improved,  by  the  conftant  Ef- 

i 

forts  and  Attention  of  Phyficians ;  that  ar¬ 
tificial  Baths,  might,  perhaps,  be  brought 
to  excell  the  Mineral  and  Natural  ones ; 
for  the  Benefit  of  which,  fuch  long  and 
expenfive  Journeys  are  undertaken.  Should 
It  be  objected  that  Nature  herfelf  has  pro¬ 
duced  thefe  mineral  Baths,  and  for  this 
Reafon,  they  ought  always  to  be  prefer¬ 
red  to  artificial  ones  ;  I  would  be  glad  to 
know,  whether  the  fame  beneficent  Being, 
who  has  endowed  thefe  Baths  with  their 
fanative  Virtues,  has  not  alfo  caufed  Herbs, 

and 
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and  Roots,  to  grow  for  the  Benefit  and  Ad¬ 
vantage  of  Mankind. 

Having  hitherto  confider’d  the  Utility 
of  artificial  Baths,  and  of  filling  the  Beds 
of  Patients  with  various  Ingredients ;  I  would 
not  therefore  be  fuppofed  to  rejedt  Pedilu - 
viums ,  Semicupiums ,  and  Ointments  for  the 
like  Intention.  Pediluviums  made  with  Hel¬ 
lebore  Rort,  were  in  great  Efleem  among 
the  Antients  to  keep  the  Body  open ;  the 
Moderns,  often  employ,  the  ^  Arthani - 
tens  Ointment,  for  the  fame  Purpofe, 
with  which  they  anoint  the  Soles  of  the 
Feet ;  and  the  Mercurial  Undtion  is  daily 
applied  by  many*  Perfons  for  the  Cure  of 
the  Venereal  Difeafe  :  why  fliould  not  this 
Practice  be  imitated,  with  regard  to  the 
external  Ufe  of  other  Medicines  ? 

*  Being  unacquainted  with  this  Ointment,  I  fup- 
pofe  it  is  the  Produft  of  fome  of  the  German  Dif- 
penfatories.

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If  it  fhould  be  difcover’d,  that  the 
outward  Application  of  any  Remedy,  has 
proved  efficacious  againft  any  particular 
Diftemper,  it  might  afterwards  be  tried, 
whether  it  would  anfwer  the  fame  In¬ 
tentions,  when  taken  internally.  What 
has  been  obferved  above,  concerning  the 
Effe£t  of  the  Hemlock-Plaifter,  and  the 
internal  Ufe  of  the  Extraä,  may  afford  us 
one  Inftance  of  this  Nature. 

But,  whoever  intends  to  make  Expe¬ 
riments  with  Plants,  Roots  and  other  power¬ 
ful  Medicines,  by  Baths,  Pediluviums ,  the 
ftrewing  of  Beds,  or  with  Ointments,  I 
I  fhould  think  it  proper  for  him,  to  make 
himfelf  firft  acquainted,  with  all  the  Me¬ 
dicines,  which  have  been  celebrated,  in 
different  Times  or  Places ,  as  Amulets 
againft  certain  Difeafes,  or  which  have 
been  experienced  in  certain  Plaifters  for 
the  iike  Intent,  For,  perhaps,  forne  of 

thefe 
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(he fe  external  Applications,  which  have  been 
held  in  great  Repute,  for  the  Cure  of  any 
Diftemper,  only  exert  their  Force  at  parti¬ 
cular  Times ;  ( juft  as  the  Hemlock  Plaifter 
fometimes  only,  cures  and  refolves  Indu¬ 
rated  Tumors )  for  which  Reafon  their 
curative  Virtues  have  been  very  uncertain^ 
becaufe,  a  fufhcient  Quantity  of  the  Par¬ 
ticles  of  any  fuch  Medicine,  has  not  been 
mixed  with  the  Blood. 

'  It  has  been  no  uncommon  Thing,  for 
Perfons,  defirous  of  making  Improvements 
to  fail  in  their  Attempt,  for  want  of  proper 
Directions  to  guide  them  at  firft  fetting 
out.  At  prefent  however,  a  Man  of  In- 
duftry  and  Diligence,  can  fcarcely  want 
Matter  ta  exercife  his  Abilities  :  Few  Books 
will  now  be  necefiary  for  him  ;  fince  if  he 
only  takes  the  Trouble,  to  examine  thofe 
which  have  appeared  within  thefe  hun¬ 
dred  Years ;  he  will  find  fo  many  out¬ 
ward  Applications  propofed,  for  the  Cure 
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cf  internal  Diforders,  as  would  afford  him 
fufficient  Employment  for  his  whole  Life* 
The  beft  and  principal  Advantage,  that 
would  refult  from  fuch  an  Examination* 
is,  that  none  of  the  Experiments  would  be 
vain  or  fruitlefs  :  For,  the  Event,  would 
lead  us  to  the  Knowledge,  of  what  is  be¬ 
neficial,  or  what  hurtful ;  or  perhaps  de- 
ted  the  Inefficacy  of  fome.  famous  Speci¬ 
fic.  Whoever  finds  out  what  is  falutary, 
ought  certainly  to  be  confiderM,  as  an 
ufeful  Man  ;  whoever  difcovers  what  is 
pernicious,  ought  likewife  to  be  confider- 
ed  in  the  fame  Light,  infomuch,  as  he 
guards  us  againft  what  is  injurious  in  Prac¬ 
tice  5  and  whoever  points  out  the  Inefficacy 
of  any  celebrated  Medicine,  contributes 
not  a  little  to  the  Advancement  of  Me¬ 
dical  Knowledge  :  fince  the  Difcovery  of 
thefe  feveral  Particulars,  fpares  iis  much 
Time  and  Pains  5  which  might  perhaps 
be  employed  in  ufelels  Experiments,  if  we 
were  unacquainted  with  fuch  Inftrudions.

matrons,  how  much  would  they  have  con¬ 
tributed  to  facilitate  our  Labor,  nor  ftiould

had  ,  already  taught  them,

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At  prefent  therefore,  we  muft  endeavour, 
tb  be  as  exadt  and  circumftantial,  as  poflible, 
in  our  Obfervations?  that  Pofterity  may  judge 
whether  we  have  proceeded,  and  concluded 
fight, .  or  not.  How  ufeful  might  it  prove, 
if  Phyficians,  would  agree  to  affift  each 
other  in  this  Work  ;  and  that  every  one 
would  make  Experiments  with  one  cer¬ 
tain  Medicine,  in  the  Cafes  which  fhould 
come  under  his  Care.  By  .  this  Method, 
we  might  become  thoroughly  acquainted 
in  a  few  Years,  with  the  Operations  of 
many  imndred  Medicipes,  of  which  we 
are  now  ignorant.  The  Accomplifhment 
of  this  Wifh,  however, vain  it  may  appear, 
would  be  extremely  ufeful  to  Pofterity.
